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1. Claims 1-3 and 5-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Uto (6,616,991) for reasons of record and for reasons given below. While the 
reference discloses a preference for materials without carbon-carbon double bonds, this 
is merely a preference. The examples of the reference clearly disclose materials that 
include these double bonds. The reference disclosure is not limited to the specific 
materials that are taught by the examples. 

While applicants' claims now recite that not less than 60 wt% of the polymer is 
1 ,2-polybutadiene, no criticality can be attributed to this range from the record. As 
admitted by applicants, the reference does disclose inclusion of a polybutadiene 
polymer with a percentage of 1 ,2-polybutadiene therein. Therefore, from the reference, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include a commercially 
available polybutadiene polymer including a percentage of 1,2-polybutadiene therein, 
and to determine the specific polymer ratio that achieves the goals of the reference, i.e. 
excellent ink absorption and fixing properties for non-aqueous inks (col. 1). 

The examiner has considered Table 3 of the instant specification, but has found 
no examples near the claimed end point of 60 wt% to demonstrate the criticality of this 
amount. Showings at 20 wt% and at 85 wt% are not close enough to the end point to 
support a finding of unexpected results for percentages over 60 wt%. 

Uto may prefer that no unsaturated double bonds are present in the molecule, 
but the specification is not so limited. Nor are the examples. The scope of the 
disclosed invention is clearly broader. Applicants admit that the reference example 
includes a material having unsaturated double bonds therein. In fact, the example of 
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the reference appears to have the same number of unsaturated double bonds as in 
applicants 1 examples of their invention. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed June 8, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive for the reasons set forth above. However, the terminal disclaimer 
overcomes the provisional double patenting rejection.
